The question of spontaneous com- 
bustion of hay has recentlv been in- 
vestigated by one of the olTicials of 
the Weather Bureau, who states that 
fermentation within most hay may 
rai.se the teinperature to 374 degrees 
F-. at which temperature clover hay 
will ignite. The best preventive to 
spontaneous combustion is a rapid and 
Complete ventilation by which the ox- 
idzation and fermenting »"Wt anrta 
aro kept cooled down behiw tbe point 
of ignition. 

The more quietly cows are kept the 
greater will he the flow of milk. What 
a grievooa mistake a man makes by 
starting his boy to the pasture with 
the a>ws, v.-ith two or m-.ie dogs fol- 
lowing.

Sometimes the seed eonies up very un- 
evenly, producing plants of uneven 
height and vigor. The weaker plants, 
if they grow to maturity, produce a 
smaller crop. Tho.se seeds which were 
lacking in vigor, even though they 
may generate, may succumb to a sud- 
den change of temperature, or a pro- 
Ion ^'ed or a slight frost. The seed- 
lings from heavy seed alwnva show 
more vifor tbnn ftnm tnm light 
aeed.

winter BMNitlis, when tlie farmers of 
the State iHiTeeome idle moments, tu 
eaclte more Interest among them in 
the work of his department. To this 
ond ho had determined to organize in 
e K-h county a farmers' club, cornpos- 
e 1 of the best f;iriiit-r.s. Throiit:h t iifso 
clubs Hie Cuiiiniissioner hopes Income 
in closer toucli willi tlu-a^rriculturists. 
All of the seed distributed over the 
State will be tent out through these 
clubs. 

The ("oniniissioner has issued a cir- 
cular letter to the farmers of the 
State setting forth his plans and what 
he hopes to accomplish by the oi^gani- 
zation of the dnha. Tlie plan for or- 
ganiiation ffrilows: 

A dub maj be oiganized In each 
county, Ite lieadquartMS and post-(if- 
Hce addreas to be at the county seat, 
preferably, but may be at any other 
point if greater interest is manifested 
Auxiliary clubs may be organized in 
different parts of tlie county with 
ni'-nibership in the central club,under 
such rules and rej,Milations as may be 
adopted: provided, however, that in 
counties w here ^Mant,'es. clubs or oth- 
er similar or^'anizaiions. with there- 
quired number of members, already 
exist, these may beoooM tlie centra! 
organization as above. 

A county club shall have not less 
than twenty members, who shall pay 
on becoming a member, and annually 
thereafter, eadi a fee of not less than 
ffty centa, all fees to belong to the 
dnbi 

A farmer, owner, renter or laborer 

on farm or timber lands or mineral 
riglits, or any owner or employe of a 
factory or mine, may twcomc a mem- 
ber of these clubs. 

The otlicers of a club shall be: Pres- 
ident. First Vice President. Second 
Vice I'resident. Treasurer and Secre- 
tary, the duties of each being such as 
usually pertain to such otilcers in like 
organizations. The officers named 
above to be an Executive Committee, 
which .sliall have control of all the 
business arrangements of the club,and 
ahall be charged with the'daf^ of as- 
aiaUag in piwridlnr pfawea ot maeti ng. 
■ i lri n g pragnunme, et&, in oonnec 
tioii with theSUteBorean of Agri- 
coltnve, etc, for Farmers* Institutes 
or other meetings of a kindred nature. 
The Executive Committee shall also 
be charged with the duty of the prop- 
er dlstrioution of any .seeds furnislied 
by the State bureau, or the national 
bureau, tbrmgh It, fOT ovwiaeutal 
purposes. 

These clubs .shall be governed in 
their i)roceedings l)y such rules as pre- 
vail in b(jdies of this l<ind, or sucli as 
may Ije adojtted iti harmony with the 
rules governing the (u-neral Assembly 
of Kentucky. Monthly meetings shall 
be held, each club fixing its own date. 
Intermediate meetings may be held 
upon the call of the President. After 
the oiganization of a club it shall be 
the duty of the SecrHaiy to r^ort 
the fact to the Oommtstlooer of Agri- 
cnltnre, etc., at Fhmkfort, Ky., glT- 
taff afttll listof tbeofllcenand the 
■amea and post oOioeaddreaMs of the 
■wim be ri . He dUtll also report names 
ef allasembeisadmitted at subsequent 
awwiflngib Approved by the Advisory 
Baud.
